tlvely Resent Times. 

In nearly every country until com- 
paratively recent times, debtors have 
been subjedt to Imprisnnment. .'\fter 
the panic of 1826, 101,000 writs for 
debt were issued In Ehigland. In 1830. 
7,000 persons were sent to London 
prisons for debt, and on Jknaary 1. 
1840, 1,700 persons were held for 
debt in England and Wales, 1,000 In 
Ireland and less than 100 In Scotland. 
From time to tim» modifications in 
the laws governlnK the IraprlsonmeBt 
»»» i<«»htnrH have been made, so that 



fewer debtors Are Imprlsonc-l for this 
crime cac'.i year. In 1829 there were 
3,nno debtors in prison In Maasacbu 
setts, 10.000 In New York, 7,000 In 
Pennsylvania, 3,000 in Maryland, and 
a like proportion in other states. 
Many of these persons were Jailed for 
debts of one dollar. The law provld- 
iiiK for the tmpriscuinient of men 
who could not iiay their debts was 
shown to be Imprar^tlcable by statis- 
tics taken from Philadelphia, where In 
1828 there were 1,<T85 debtors Impris- 
oned for debts amounting to |26,000. 
Tbe expense of keeping these persons 
In connnament was 1361,000, whioh. 
was paid by the city, and tb* amouiit 
recovered by this method was |295. 
Iiniirlsonment for debt was abolished 
by congress In the I'nlted States In 
isa:!, though this measure was not 
fully enforced until 1889. — Montreal 
Herald.
